| gan, this was a frontier land — a 
land of opportunity, of dangers, 
of beauty; a land, and an area, 
that was influenced by the great 
events of the times — the Civil 
War, the California Gold Rush, 


the western migration. 


It was in April of 1844 that 


Gen. John C. Fremont, with Kit 
Carson and Alex Godey, as -his 
scouts rode through this country 
during the General's early explor- 
ation of California. 


And General Fremont, in that 
year of 1844, saw the beauty of 
the frontier valley; he found elk 
running in great bands; he found 
the country alive with immense 
herds of wild horses. Antelope 


were numerous, and wolves fre- | 


quently followed the antelope 
herds. 

He found Indians here, he saw 
the great oak groves, the ex- 
panses of tall grass, the heavy 
willow thickets, the rivers and 
sloughs that extended out into 
the valley, and the great Tule 
swamps along the streams. 

He saw the beauty of snow on 
the mountains; he tells of riding 
between green trees, and through 
great fields of flowers, with hum- 
ming birds enlivening the spring

men rode the range and put their 
‘brand on any animal they could 
rope and hold. 

And great herds of sheep were 
‘brought to this valley; sheep that 
found summer pasture in the mea- 
dows of the Sierra. 

it was in December of 1849 
that J. B. Hockett, who later be- 
came one of Porterville's pioneer 
businessmen and developers,stop- 
ped over night in this area, as 
the wagon train of Arkansas emi- 
grants with whom he was travel- 
ing, made their way up the San 
Joaquin valley — a valley that 
he recalled as then appearing to 
be one great sheet of water, 

The Overland Mail, traveling 
the southern route, along the Em- 
igrant trail, from St. Louis to’ San 
Francisco, was established in 1859, 
and a young man by the name of 
Royal Porter Putnam, who had 
come west from Covington, Penn- 
sylvania, became the oestler at 
the Tule River stage station, lo- 
cated at what is now the point 
of Scenic Heights hill. 

It was in 1861 that the Over- 
land Mail changed to the north- 
ern route through Salt Lake City, 
after the southern states had se- 
ceded, and it was late in that 


Oak streets. 

This was the beginning of Por- 
terville, a hundred years ago. 

The great flood of 1862 chang- 
ed the course of the Tule river 
from north of Porter's Place to 
its present channel south of town, 

spite of floods, and hard- 
ships| and dangers of the time, 

Putnam prospered, since 
the Enigrant Trail, even without 
the Overland Mail, was the prin- 
cipal route between the Mother 
Lode Gold Country to the north 
hite River, Tailholt and 
Kern River. Gold Fields toward 
the south. 

In 1864, Porter Putnam laid 
out the original 40-acre Porter- 
ville townsite, in the swamplands 
of the Tule river, and in that same 
year he returned to Pennsylvania 
to marry Mary Packard and bring 
her west to Porterville. 

The country was now begin- 
ning to build up as families 
moved in, establishing themselves 
as ranchers and livestock raisers. 
There was great rivalry between 
the new Porterville and the older 
Vandalia and Plano, and by 1883, 
Porterville had only 300. resi- 
dents. 

Then came the rumor, and later 


the fact. The Fresno branch of 
the Southern Pacific intended to 
build a line down the east side 


of the valley. And after months 
of negotiations, that line was sur- 
veyed through Porterville.

“building the Pioneer Hotel, es- 


tablishing the Pioneer bank, put- 
ting a water system and electric 
lights into Porterville, and donat- 
ing a two-acre site for a school, 
and at the same time creating 
great animosities over control of 
water.rights on. the Tule river. 

Soon the Town Improvement 
Company was formed, with Rob- 


.ert Baker as president. This com- 
pany wanted the same things that- 


we still talk about — a sewer 
system, a new schoolhouse, side- 
walks, a new church, improved 
streets — and eventually they 
got these things for the commun- 
ity. 

On the evening of June 9, 1890, 
the Porterville Volunteer Fire De- 
partment was organized; later 
that same night, a fire burned 
‘out the entire Barrett block on 
Main street. 

Around the turn-of the century, 
the Board of Trade was formed, 
and a few years later this organ- 
ization became our Porterville 
chamber of commerce. 

In 1902 the city was incorpor- 
ated; that same year Jim Mc- 
Kinney, the last of California's 
gunmen, shot up the town and 
headed north; in 1907 an elec- 
tion closed the saloons; and those 
new fangled automobiles began 
to appear on Porterville streets. 
These were the early days, the 
days in which Porterville was 
evolving from a rough frontier 
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call the physical developments of 
the community, but Porterville 
first was created, then later sur- 
vived, progressed and prospered, 
‘because of its people — because 
of its men and its women who 
faced the frontier, because of its 
men and women who had vision 
and courage and the ability, to 
find opportunity, then work. to 
achieve success. 

It is to these people, it is to 


our pjoneers, that we pay tribute 
tonight, for through their efforts 


they laid the foundation for the 
physical, the spiritual, the intel- 
lectual development of this com- 
munity. 

A few still live who saw those 
great unfenced plains; there are 
more who saw the automobile re- 
place the horse, there are many 
who saw the coming of airflight, 
and who are now seeing the 
dawn of the missile age and the 
conquest of space. 


And just as our pioneer men 
and women shaped the destiny of 


Porterville's first century through

bereas, This year of 1961 is Centennial Year in Porterville, Culare County, 
officially so designated by the Honorable William R. Rodgers, Mayor of 
Porterville, in a proclamation calling upon the citizens of Porterville to “enter 
into the spirit of the centennial through thought and deeds befitting a century gone by,” 
and urging that “men of stout heart and great courage adorn their countenances with works 
of tonsorial splendor” and “our fair ladies style their coiffures and their dress in a manner 
befitting the memory of those women who stood beside their men in the beginning days 
of Porterville’s century”; and Whereas, The growth of Porterville has been closely linked. 
with the development of transportation in the San Joaquin Valley, the city having had 
its beginning late in the year of 186] when the pioneer, Royal Porter Putnam passing 
over the old Emigrant Trail, blazed by Captain Charles Frémont and his men, paused at 
a place not far from the Tule River and there in the rich overflow lands of the river built 
a general store and hotel, around which grew up a lively settlement, increasing with the 
years until the first building stood at what is now Main and Oak Streets in the center of 
the thriving community of Porterville, so named for its first builder; and ihereas, 


Porterville became an important station on the famous Butterfield overland stagecoach

line, and received an even greater growth with the arrival of the railroad on May 10, 1888, 
just 19 years to the day after the driving of the Golden Spike at Promontory Point, Utah 
completing the first transcontinental railroad; and Whereas, On May 7, 1902 this set- 
tlement became the incorporated City of Porterville, with Wilco Mentz its first Mayor

BEAR KILLED 
NEAR POPLAR 


POPLAR, Nov. 9—A "'Trophy 
Head" bear fell to the rifles of 
Bob Stevens and J. L. Bradbury 
about noon, November |, not 
someplace in the High Sierra, 
but just a mile east of Poplar. 


THIS BEAR was killed on November | a mile east of Poplar by Bob 
Stevens, left, and J. L. Bradbury, right, after it had been jumped out 
of the Bradbury cotton patch as Stevens drove a mechanical picker 
through the field. The bear ran into the Alec Gobel field, while Stev- 
ens and Bradbury went for their 30-06 rifles, and was killed by them 
there. Several bear have been reported, and others killed, in the val- 
ley area during the latter part of the Centennial year, the animals 
coming out of the mountains because of food shortage.

The bear was jumped out of 
the Bradbury cotton field by the 
H mechanical picker that Stevens 
} was. driving; while Stevens and 
} Bradbury were running for their 
H guns, it moved into the Alec 
Gobel field, where two shots. fin- 
ished it. 

Although the bear was in poor 
condition and weighed only 329 
pounds, its head measurements 
will be sent to the Boone and 
Crockett club by David Miller, 
taxidermist, for possible inclusion 
in official size records for Brown 
bear. Miller said it was the larg- 
est head he had ever. seen. 

Tracks of the bear had been 
noticed by Stevens and Bradbury 
early in the morning; they fol- 
lowed its trail. through vineyards 
and orchards in the area. After 
the bear had been killed, the 
spot where it had been laying in 
the cotton field was located; ap- 
parently it had stayed there two 
or three days. a 

Condition of its teeth indicat- 
ed the bear was old, and the 
meat was not fit. for use. Its hide 
and head will be mounted, how- 
ever. 

With feed conditions excep- 
tionally poor in the mountains be- 
cause of the dry years, several 
bear have been reported on the 
valley floor in recent weeks, ap- 
parently coming out of the moun- 
tains seeking food prior to go- 

ing into hibernation. 

Bear have been killed this Cen- 
tennial year at Ducor, on the Por- 
terville city sewer farm, and in 
the Welcome district, well out on 
the floor of the valley.

Coming by plane, antique car, 
a fire engine and bus, some 50 
bearded civic leaders and. ladies 
of Porterville were here to put 
on their Centennial debate . . . 
‘Repeal of the 19th Amendment,” 

_ or in simpler words to take away 
woman’s right to vote. 

The hilarious skit was viewed 
by a capacity crowd Saturday 
evening at the fairgrounds . . 
and for two days the visitor's kept 
the area laughing. 


The group, which rocked the 
legislature at Sacramento months 
ago with the same skit. started 
arriving Saturday morning. 

They were met by a delega- 
Ybn from Bishop Chamber of 
Commerce and the City of Bishop. 
In a hilarious ceremony held at 
Main and Line St. about 4 p.m. 
Saturday, the visitors set off their 
civil war canon, which rocked the 
business district. 

They moved on to the Bishop 
C of C office for cold drinks and 
ceremonies, during which Donald 
Jenes. chairman ot the Porterville 
Centennial Committee; Jack Let- 
signer, -Porterville’s Mayor: Bill 


NOTED SCIENTIST, Harold 
(Frenchy) Zahl, who ‘graduated 
from Porterville high school in 
1923, and who attended the 
jur.ior chamber of commerce ban- 
quet Saturday night during a 
brief visit to Porterville. Zahl 
served with the Signal Corps in 
World War II and was one of the 
pioneers in the development of 
radar, receiving the Legion of 
Merit award for his work in this 
field.

The blood 
flowed and Martin, who is presi- 
dent of Porterville Breakfast 
Lions Club, was taken to North- 
ern Inyo Hospital where Dr. Rob- 
ert Denton, also a Lion member, 
spent three hours extricating 
black powder from Martin's face. 

Said Dr. Denton, ‘Always want- 
ed to work on a reai confederate 
soldier.’’ Dr. Dentons’ fee: Noth- 
ing for a wounded Lion. 

The group was hosted at. the 
Tri-County Fair for two days, 


and also for luncheon Sunday noon 
at the Grand Schweiserhof Chalet 
on June Mt.. with Mr. and Mrs. 
Bill Hayward as hosts for the 
chair lift ride up the mountain. 

Arrangements. for the Porter- 
ville visitation were made by 
Bishop C of C and the visitors 
claim they will return for the 
Bishop Homecoming over Labor 
Day Weekend. 

At last reports they were chal- 
lenging Bishop menfolk to grow 
beards . . . like the fancy models 
Porterville mentolk have been 
tailoring the past eight months.
